Resolved, That we pledge our efforts to raise one thousand dol- 
lars, that we may place in this Church a tablet in memory of the 
sainted dead of the North Carolina Conference. 

Resolved, That we will do all we can to assist in the circulation 
of the Wesley Memorial Volume, now in the hands of its publish- 
ers, and soon to be issued from the press — a book made up of * con- 
tributions by leading writers, of the various Methodisms of the 
earth, and by several most distinguished writers of other Churches 
— a book whose net proceeds will be devoted exclusively^ to the 
building of the Wesley Monumental Church.

Rev. W. ]Vr. D. Moore was born in S. C., near llie ei(y oi Cliarleslon, 
and died in Smnmerville, Hrimswick Co, N. C., Jime 1st. bsTlb His 
father died when lie was an infant, and' his mother soon followed her 
husband to the Better Land, leaving the subject of this Memoir — their 
onfy child— an orphan. His aunt took charge of and adopted him as her 
own. He was trained up by her in the nurture and admonition of the 
Lord. She gave him a good academic education. He was pimis from 
childhood and so remarkable was his religions character that it was fre 
(piently remarked by those who were intimate with him: "if God ever 
called a man from the cradle to preach his Gospel, he called W. M. D. 
Moore.” He was received into the M. E. Church in the 14(h year of bis 
age. He joined the S. C. Conference and was ordained a deacon by 
Bishop Emory, in 1831, and an Elder by Bishop Andrew in 1834. He 
traveleil several circuits in »S. C., in his early ministry. In 1836 he was 
appointed to Brunswick circuit, N. C., and returned to the same field m 
1837. Some time during this latter year he was happily married to Miss 
Elizabeth Hawkins, an estimable lady of Brunswick Co., N. C. In 1838 
he was sent to the Walterboro circuit, S. C., and in 1839, to Greenville 
circuit, S. C. During this year his health failed, and he w’as 
superannuated at his own request, without claim on the f’onference 
fund. He remained in this relation till 1857. By the action of the 
General Conference, in 1850, that part of North Carolina where he re- 
sided w'as transferred to th? N. C. Conference, and he became a member 
of the North Carolina Conference. In 1857 and 1858, he traveled the 
Mattamuskeet Circuit. From 1859 till 1868 he was on the Supernumer- 
ary list, and resided in Smithville, N. C. In 1869 and 1870 he traveled 
the Whiteville circuit. 1871 he w'as sent to the Straits. In 1872, to 
C>cracoke. In 1873, to Salisbury circuit, and in 1874, to Wilkes. At 
the close of this year he was superannuated and remained in this relation 
until by the Great Head of the Church he was called home. As a man 
he was unselfish and sincere — as a Christian, sweet-spirited and devoted. 
He was emphatically a holy man, and a most devoted husband and af- 
fectionate father. He was a man of extensive reading, and had gathered 
a large fund of information which he labored to use for the edification 
of the Church, and the good of mankind. He was a sounel, scriptural 
preacher and true to every trust committed to him. He was regarded as 
a kind of Patriarch in the town of Smithville, where he was long known 
and tenderly loved. His death was unexpected, and the struggle was 
only of a few minutes duration: “In the midst of life we are in death,” 
‘ ‘Be ye also ready, for in such an hour as ye think not the Son of man 
cometh.” Bro. Moore’s consistent life affords us the most abundant evi- 
dence that he was ready. He leaves a wife and four children, with a host 
of friends to mourn his death. May the grace of God su'^hiin the be- 
reaved family, and may we all join him in the better world.

Rev. John Jones was born in Beaufort, N. C. , Feb. 15th, 1810, and 
was bom again at a Camp Meeting in August 1826. He was a man of 
fair education, secured by unwearied industry and application with lit- 
tle instruction at school. Following his convictions of duty, he was, in 
1833, licem ed to exhort, and a year or two later was commissioned as a 
local preacher, in which relation he exercised his gift about fourteen years . 
In 1850 he joined the North Carolina Conference and was assigned to the 
Straits Circuit, on which he rewiained two years, laboring with zeal and 
and great success. In 1853 he was on Topsail Circuit; 1854, William- 
ston. From 1855 to 1859, Presiding Elder of Atlantic District. After 
this he traveled several years doing effective work - then on account 
of debility he took a superannuated relation which he sustained till the 
time of his death. Asa man he was highly esteemed and beloved; as a 
Christian pure and upright; as a preacher he was plain, clear, persuasive 
and full of Divine unction. He lives in the memory and is embalmed 
in the hearts of the people among whom he labored in Eastern North 
Carolina. His death was proceeded by several weeks of painful illness, 
but he was patient, resigned and joyful; death to him had no terrors for he 
was ready. He calmly said: “I know in whom I have trusted.” He left 
the world in triumph May 1st, 1879. ^Such a life is a legacy to the 
Church and a blessing to the world: such a death, gives assurance of 
God’s presence and favor.

The Committee on Church Property reported, and the report 
was adopted as follows; — 

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON CHTTRCH PROPERTY. 

While it is gratif3ung to note a marked improvement in the 
spirit of building and repairing Churches and Parsonages in some 
sections, \"et there is not that advance that ought to be. It is evi • 
<lent, in man^^ sections, our cause suffers for want of Churches and 
Parsonages; also from the fact that many of those we have are not 
in good and comfortable repair. 

In 1878 there were 764 Churches. In 1879, 7G2 — decrease of 
two. The number of Parsonages in 1878 w’as 70; in 1879, 73 — an 
increase of three. The Church property" in 1878 was valued at 
$790,560, in 1879, $734,345 — a decrease of $56,215. The amount 
I'aised in 1878 for budding and repaiiing Churches and Parsonages 
was $43,482.30; in 1879, $37,628.74— a decrease of $5,853.56. Of 
the ten Districts of the Conference there are only two that 
have parsonages — the Wilmington and Shelby’ — the Salisbuiw 
District having some money for this purpose, but no par- 
sonage. And of the 151 pastoral charges only 73 have 
parsonages. Eight Presiding Elders and 78 Pastors have 
to board or paj' house rent. Regarding it necessary to the greatest 
success of the Church, that it have comfortable houses of worship, 
and parsonages, your Committee would recommend the following 
resolutions : 

Resol vtid. That all pastors are urged to keep the subject of hav- 
ing commodious and comfoi-table Churches and parsonages, before 
the people, and to see that proper titles are secured and registered 
in the courts of their counties. 

Res(»lved, That the trustees be instructed see that the Churches 
are used only for religious purposes. 

Res])ectfully submitted, J. J. CARDEN, Chairman. 
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The report from the Committee on the communieation from 
the Grand Lodf^e of Good Templars, was read, and after discus- 
sion and amendment was adopted thus: — 

The committee appointed to consider the communication fi’om 
the Grand Lodge of the Order of Good Templars, asking this Con- 
ference to memoralize our next Legislature to prohibit the sale of 
ardent spirits in North Carolina, recommend the ado|)tion of the 
following:

The Committee feel deeply the vast importance of sustaining 
our denominational schools. While piety sanctifies the heaii, edu- 
cation develops and trains the mind as an instrument through 
whose agency Christianity achieves its grand success. Education 
then is a necessity to the spread and power of the Gospel. But it 
is hardly necessary to consume time in proving a fact so potent to 
all. 

To relieve our colleges from pecuniary bui’dens is the vital ques- 
tion, for our body to consider at this time. Immediate relief 
has become an absolute necessity. And the Committee present the 
following plan to raise the needed $7,000 for the relief of 

Trinity College. — Resolved 1st, That it is the duty of the Meth- 
odists of the N. C. Conference to make a united effort to extend 
the patronage of Trinity College and to relieve it from debt during 
1880. 2, That we request the Bishop to appoint the Rev. J. B. 

Bobbitt, Agent to accomplish this work, and that we pledge oui*- 
selves to give him all the aid we can. 3, That B. Craven, W Closs, 
L. S. Burkhead, H. T. Hudson, E. A. Yates and J. S. Carr are 
hereby appointed an Advisory Committee, with whom the Agent 
shall confer, as to the best methods of operation. 

Greensboro Female College. — Resolved 1, That we cordially re- 
commend to the patronage of our people this chenshed institution 
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of learning”. 2, That we as heretofore fully recognize the justice of 
the debt hanging over it, and feel morally bound to use all possible 
means to pay it. 8, That an Advisory Committee, consisting of 
W. H. Bobbitt, H. T. Hudson. D. E. Bruton, F. C. Robbins, and 
W. C. Doub, be appointed to devise the method of securing so 
much money as will be needed to hold the college in our possessifm 
till other means can be devised to pav the whole amount.

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Statistical Notes. 

The publisher takes the liberty of inserting here the following 
additional statistics, as prepared and published in the Raleigh 
Adoocalr, a few weeks ago, by the Secretary of the Conference: 

“The following are the results of the Conference work during 
the past year: — It is in many respects, the most successful year 
we have had. Our substantial progress has been great. There 
is one local preacher for 271 members, and one for every three 
Churches. Though our number of Sundav School scholars looks 
large, we have only a little over one for every two members, less 
than one Sunday School for each Church, an 4 average of 
about 47 scholars to each Church. On the average, each 
effective preacher baptized 14 infants, and 24 adults; each 
had o Sabbaths Schools, 246 scholars, served over five 
Churches, and increased the Church membership by 26, and 
all the members of Conference probably preached about 22,500 
sermons, giving an increase of one member for a .little over 
4 sermons, each accession costing $34 to the Church. The whole 
membership paid $1,401.38 to the Bishop; $11,117.86 to Presiding 
Elders; $76,647.62 to pastors; $4,180.90 to su]3eranuated preachers, 
widows, and orphans; $7,018.86 for missions; $1,327 41 to the poor; 
$5,936 30 to Sunday Schools; $37,628.74 for building and repairing 
Churches; $1,080.75 for education; $5,208.21 for incidentals; and 
$369.98 to the Bible cause. The whole sum paid during the past 
year is ^151,699. 79. This gives a general average of $2.28 per 
member, or over $3.00 to each who really paid, and 87 per cent, of 
all assessments. Washington Disti ict paid the largest sum to the 
Presiding Elder, Charlotte District the largest sum for pastors; Ral- 
eigh District the largest Conference collection, for missions and for 
Sunday Schools; Wilmington District the largest to the poor; 
Hillsboro District the largest for building and repairing Churches; 
Salisbury District the most for education. For all purposes. Hills- 
boro District paid more than any other by $2,000; Raleigh Dis- 
trict paid $2.45 per member; Hillsboro, $3.47; Greensboro, $2.30; 
Salisbury, $1.75; Shelby, $1.64; Charlotte, $2.45; Fayetteville, $2.05; 
Wilmington, $2.03; Newberne, $2.84; Washington, $2.57. The 
average pay to the preachers is $573 each.”
